THE EVENING SCHOOLS. 


The Attendance Large and Good Work 


Being Done. 


The evening schools, which opened 


last week Monday, are well organized and 
good work is already being done. Super- 
intendent Hall proposes to make the work 
of these schools very thorough this win- 
ter. Bach pupil is supplied with a card 
on which the teacher keeps the record of 
attendance and every Thursday evening 
these are laid on the superintendent's 
desk so he can tell exactly about the mat- 
ter of attendance, and in case of any irreg- 
ularity the matter will be 
promptly 


looked up. There were 484 pupils en- 
rolled at the Drury academy evening 
school last week, and all are listed alpha- 
betically so that next year it will be easy 
to look up their standing. There were 
360 pupils present every evening last 
week at Drury. At the close of the school, 
cards will be given to all who have 
attended seventy per cent., and if there 
are any who are required by law to attend 
evening school who fail to attend seveoty 
per cent, they will not be employed. The 
law says that all persons between the 
ages of fourteen and twenty-one years 
who cannot read and write in English 
must attend evening school, and employ- 
ers will see that others who need the ad- 
vantages of the evening schools are made 
to attend. 


The school was very orderly and well 


managed last week and an effort will be 
made to give the pupils a good deal of 
general knowledge in addition to their 
studies in reading, writing and arithme- 
tic. There are about 120 of the pupils 
who cannot read and write. In one room 
last week the teacher taught the pupils to 
read and write two verses of "America," 
and Thursday evening the verses were 
sung by the pupils. In another room the 
pupils are taught to read and write 
common sayings and passages in the 
constitution. 
In one of the advanced 


classes Thursday evening a debating club 
was formed and an interesting discussion 
was held, some of the pupils speaking 
very well indeed. 
The teacher of this 


class also has a question box; and any 
questions the pupils may bring in will be 
answered. In one room the pupils are^ 
being taught how to write notes, checks, 
etc. 


Superintendent Hall has made a rule 


that all pupils not present at least two 
sessions each week will be crossed off and 
compelled to register again if they wish 
to attend, as it is desired to have the at- 
tendance regular, even if smaller. 


An advanced class will be formed this 


evening to be under the instruction of Dr. 
Qadsby, principal of the high 
school.

As soon as all the evening schools are in 


good running order Superintendent Hall 
will arrange for two or three entertain- 
ments in order to make the work as invit- 
ing and pleasant as possible. Mr. Hall 
has taken hold of this evening school 
work with a great deal of earnestness and 
enthusiasm and, with the hearty co-opera- 
tion thai has been promised by employers, 
will strive to make the present term a 
notable one in the history oi fie evening 
schools of Notth Adams.

When Complete Returns are Made They 


Will be Laid Before the State Board 


of Health and then Given 


to the Public, 


When the discussion'regarding the pur- 


ity of the water supply -was at its height 
the board of health, in its desire to take 
all precautions sent carefully collected 
samples of the water from the three 
sources of the town's supply to Prof. 
Chandler, an eminent chemist and analy- 
ist of New York eity. The board of health 
has received from Prof. Chandler partial 
information i egarding his findings. Noth- 
ing will be made public until complete re- 
tjuns are made and not until the local 
board of health has laid the result of the 
profeEsor's investigations before the state 
board of health. 


Dr. Stafford, chairman of the local 


board of health was seen this morning 
concerning Prof. Chandler's reports and 
snid there was nothing in it to conflict 
with matter contained in Prof. Sedgwick's 
report to the local board of health. It 
was gaining ground that Prof. Chandler 
has found the artesian water very impute, 
but from Dr. Stafford's conversation it 
would seem there was no truth in the 
rumor. A3 Professor Sedgwiek reported 
all the water passably pure and as Prof. 
Chandler found nothing to conflict with 
anything in his report it is presumed that 
Prof. Chandler's findings will show the 
waters, making up the town's supply, to 
be comparatively pure.

Mr. Church Talks on 


Woman's Privilege and 


Duty. 


THOUGHTFUL AND TIMELY SERMON. 


Woman's Position In the Early Ages. It 


is Much Higher and Better Today. 


The Question of Granting Her 


the Ballot Discussed. 


The subject of Rev. A. B. Church's ser- 


vice at the Universalist church Sunday 
evening was "Woman's 
Privilege and 


Duty." The text was I Timothy, 11:12: 


But I suffer not a woman toteajh, nor to UMirp 


authority over the man, but to be in silence. 


The Jewish idea was very far removed 


from the idea of equality in the world. 
The Jews separated themselves from the 
Gentiles and even their own race was di- 
vided into many classes. And .women 
were of little more account among the 
Jews than among Pagans. They were al- 
lowed to go into the synagogue and peep 
through a grating at the men engaged in 
religious rites, but could take no further 
part. And so it was not strange that St. 
Paul, from his Jewish training, should 
feel and speak as he did on this subject. 
Some churches even today do not allow 
women to speak at their services. 


There is probably no one thing that 


more clearly mark the difference in nations 
and times than the treatment of women. 
The gospel declares equal rights to women 
in all its teachings and promises, and the 
record shows that women played an im- 
portant part in the time of Christ on 
earth. It was a woman who touched the 
hem of his garment and was made whole 
by her faith, and women were the first to 
reach his tomb after the resurrection. 
Christ make no distinction of sex, but 
looked upon men and women as alike the 
children of God. How strange it is tha* 
we in this enlightened age should cling to 
the old Pagan idea and object to women 
speaking in the church. 


It is said that no nation, in the world 


treats its n omen as well as America does. 
Certain it is that here they are greatly re- 
spected, honored and favored. But the 
question of extending to them the fran- 
chise seems to be a difficult one to settle. 
The subject has been much discussed and 
oftentimes the proposition has been killed 
by the Massachusetts legislature.' Last 
winter, however, the legislature decided 
to allow a vote to be taken to see whether 
or not the women of the state really de- 
sire the franchise, and all women who are 
eligible to vote for school committee have 
a right to vote on this question. All that 
it is necessary for them to do is to con- 
form to the registration law. Men, of 
course, will also vote on the question, but 
it is especially desired that women will 
improve this opportunity to express their 
sentiments for the guidance of future leg' 
islatnreff. Mr. Church thought that be- 
fore giving the franchise to women it 
should be clear that they want it. It is 
represented that they are crushed down 
and denied their rights, and now the 
women of Massachusetts have an oppor- 
tunity to say whether they so regard it or 
not, and it is their duty to speak by the 
ballot that has been provided for them. 


With the suffrage goes responsibility, 


and whether it should be extended to 
women is a big question. 
Already anti- 


suffrage leagues have been formed in the 
state both by men and women, but I, said 
Mr. Church, should be ashamed of some 
of the arguments put fojth by the Men's 
league. They say it would be wrong to 
put into the hands of one part of society 
the making of laws for another part to 
enforoe. 
In other words, the women 


might plunge the country into war and 
the men would be obliged to back it up. 
This is a very cheap and silly argument. 
Women are as safe as men,especially such 
men as compose our legislatures. Suppose 
they did vote ior war, can it be said that 
they are no help in time of war? The san- 
itary commission during the late war was 
the work of women. It was a great 
thing 
and 
did 
wonders 
for 
our 


armies, and yet in 
the 
prosecution 


of that 
great 
and 
glorious 
work 


the women could not make a legal 
contract simply 
because they were 


women. 
The argument that women 


would not make safe legislators because 
they are unfit for military duty would 
restrict the suffrage to able-bodied soldiers 
and rule out all cripples, old men and 
others not able to bear arms. If women 
suffrage is undesirable it must be shown 
by better arguments than thesn. 


There is an idea that national govern- 


ment is sustained pure'y by physical 
force. In the early ages that was true, 
but we are getting upon a higher level 
now. 
It is not force alone that marks 


the higher governments of today. 


The strongest element against women 


suffrage, said Mr. Church, is the liquor 
element, which works through lobbies, 
buys up legislatures and kills it every 
time the question is brought up. The 
liquor men know that with women suf- 
frage their business would be doomed. 
They are therefore determined to defeat 
it just as long as they can, and they have 
been able to do it so far. 


Some say woman suffrage would simply 


double the vote and result in no good; 
that the women would vote just as their 
husbands do, thereby swelling the .vote 
without changing results, but do you sup- 
pose women would vote as their husbands 
do on the liquor question ? Do you sup- 
pose a woman would deliberately vote for 
the destruction of her son? No, we all 
know better and the liquor men know 
better, and they do not propose to let it 
come as long us legislatures can be bought 
up. 


I urge every woman to register and 


speak her sentiments on this question this 
fall. V.'e want to know how the women 
of Massachusetts stand. They are now 
subjected ID • a'lition without representa- 
tion, which was one of the causes of one 
of our greteast wars. It was an injustice 
then and it is an injustice now. The time 
is coming when there will be perfect 
equality among citizens and the law will 
make no distinction between male and 
female, and the people of Massachusetts 
now have the privilege of saying in a way 
not to be misunderstood whether they are 
ready for that time.

A NOTABLE BOOK. 


More and more the most valuable Amer- 


ican history is comiug to be written in the 
form of personal memoirs. The great 
men of action and thought are becoming 
the historians of their own time. The 
histories of Washington and Jefferson and 
Adams and Jackson and Webster and 
Lincoln have been written by men living 
after them and from record:, widely scat- 
tered and left in many di Berent forms. 
But not so with Benton a ad Grant and 
Sheridan and Sherman and i;laine. They 
have written and left their own histories 
—valuable heirlooms to ail future Ameri- 
can generations. 


And now comes another chapter of 


contemporaneous history—this time from 
the pen of the greatest Ih-ing American 
statesman and one of the last of that 
splendid galaxy of able men who have di- 
rected this government through the great 
trials of the ]ast half century. Senator 
John Sherman of Ohio is the author of a 
book issued last Saturday from a Chicago 
press called "John Sherman's Recollec- 
tions oi Forty Years in the [louse, Senate 
and Cabinet." The features of the book 
are its extreme frankness, ai id its straight- 
forward dealing with facls without at- 
tempt at literary embellishment. It is 
the plain story of the great events of a 
wonderfully interesting pe-iod of agr»at . 
nat'on's history told by a man who was 
close to all that history. 


There are many interesting revelations 


of a personal nature in thu new publica- 
tion. Grant, Garfield, Elaine, Arthur, 
Harrison and other Republican leaders 
are spoken of with unstated praise for 
their high personal worth or statesman- 
ship, but each is, in guarded and covert 
language, shown in the less commendable 
light of a scheming politician. The crit- 
icism is almost invariably implied ratiier 
t-ian direct, but it stands out ve.'y cliprly 
in the work as a whole. 


As to the presidential nominations to 


which Senator Sherman lias ;at different 
times aspired, there are some interesting 
facts of inside history to id. This is es- 
pecially true of the nominations of Gar- 
field and Harrison. He does not impute 
treachery or political dishonesty to either 
of these men personal!), bi-i he does feel 
that somewhere he was unfairly dealt 
with. Of Garfleld's nomination in 1880 he 
says: "In time I became thoroughly ad- 
vised of what occurred at the Chicago 
convention, and had become enMrely 
reconciled to the result, though frequently 
afterwards I heard incidents and details 
which occasioned me great pain, and 
which seemed to establish the want of 
sincerity on the part of some of the dele- 
gates, and tended to show that for some 
tine before the meeting of the conven- 
tion the nomination of General Garfield 
bad been agreed upon." 


The Ohio senator has little to say com- 


plimentary of Grant's statesmanship or of 
Harrison's qualities as a winning presi- 
dential candidate. Of Piesident Hayes 
lie speaks only the kindest words of ad- 
miration and ayproval. 


The book contains ninny of Mr. Sher- 


man's views and speeches of the "great 
matters coming into congress for settle- 
ment during the period covered. This 
fact makes the work especially valuable 
to every student of finance. Mr, Sherman 
knows more of the money history of this 
country than any living man and he has 
written it down in the pages of his 
memoirs. His axioms of sound finance 
are given in the work. I fis position on 
the gold and silver question, pointedly 
stated, is a fitting quotation with which to 
close a brief notice of Senator Sherman's 
valuable contribution to American history. 
He says: "So that for all practical pur-

Will 
you act or will you take tho responsibility ol 
consenting, as you will by inaction, to a con- 
spiracy against la'.v, which, within a few 
wc"ks, or as soon as the elections are over, 
will raise the prices of food and fuel to all 
your beloved people? "He shall take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed." Thou art 
tho man.

10s., brealdug American road rooord 


Decre&aed Consumption of Spirituous liq- 


uor* but Increased Sales of Beer anil 
Wine—South Carolina's Dispensary Law. 
Immense Profit In the Hum Traffic. 


So mnoli has been written and spokes 


tboni, tho Gothenburg system of regu- 
lating tho liquor traffic that tho public- 
ought to ba wall informed on tho sub- 
ject. There nro a fow points, however, 
which have not been made clear, but 
which are necessary to a full and accu- 
rate understanding of tho system. A 
writer in a recent number of an English 
magazine who claims to havo spent 
ranch tirno in Norway investigating the 
matter gives a description of tho work- 
ing of the Gothenburg method, which 
clears up one or two of tho points on 
which there has been some misapprehen- 
sion. 


The point which the defenders of tiio 


system liave had the most trouble to ex- 
plain ii the recent increase in drunken- 
ness iu Iho towns and cities where tho 
Gothenburg system is in force. One of 
tho reaLons given lor this is that these 
towns and cities are nearly all surround- 
ed by a cordon of prohibition districts, 
the people from which go to the towns 
and cities for liquor. This is proved by 
the inquiries made into the residence of 
the persons arrested for being drunk, a 
largo percentage of them being nonresi- 
dents of the places where thoy uro found 
intoxicated. 
Another reason for the in- 


crease in drnnkflimess is known to bo tbo 
larger sales of beer and wine. But it 
has been asked why tho sale of theso 
liquors has not been brought under tha 
same regulations as the sale of spiritu- 
ons liquors. The answer is that the law 
does permit it 
Tho sale of spirituous 


liquors alone is put under tho Gothen- 
burg system, and boor and wines are 
still sold under nearly the same regula- 
tions as in other countries. Only a vote 
of the national parliament can bring 
about a change in this method. 


The Gothenburg system has undoubt- 


edly been praised abovo its merits and 
condemned more severely than it de- 
serves by those who have given it only 
a superficial study. Previous prejudice 
has had much to do with tho light in 
which it has been viewed. But a few 
simple facts must bo admitted by all. 
Ono is that it has largely decreased the 
consumption of spirituous liquors. An- 
other is that drunkenness decreased 
with the lessened sale of intoxicants 
until tho sales of beer and wines began 
to be pushed. A third fact is that from 
inquiries into the causes of drunkenness 
it is found that most of it is caused by 
the drinking of beer, and a fourth fact 
is that the advocates of temperance in 
Norway are anxious to bring the sale of 
beer under the same regulations aa spir- 
ituous liquors are now sold. Judging 
from the success of the Norwegian sys- 
tem with spirituous liquors, it ia only 
reasonable to conclude that it can be 
made fully as successful with beer and 
wine. 


Some evidence as to the merits of this 


method of regulating the liquor traffic 
can be gained in South Carolina. Tho 
dispensary law of that state differs iu 
detail from the Gothenburg system, but 
is the same in principle. It has been in 
force'since July 1, 1893, but on account 
of the bitterness existing between war- 
ring political factions in South Carolina 
the law has not had u fair trial.

the profits, and tha city and county of 
Charleston received $15,378 as their 
share of the profits from the sales dur- 
ing tho month of December. 
With a 


subsidence of political animosity and a 
longer experience in administering tho 
law still batter results can bo expected. 


One beneficial result of tho Gothen- 


burg ami South Carolina systems is that 
they arc showing people what immense 
profits there are i*a the liquor business. 
And as a large percentage of the crime 
and tho cost of courts and prisons and 
pauperism cames from liquor drinking 
tho public will not be Blow to conclude 
that a business that is so profitable shall 
ba made, to return a larger compensation 
to the state and municipality for the

Madman Ha<l Everything His Own 


Way Tor Seventeen Honrs. 


Fired 140 Shots From Rifle 


and Revolver. 


Chloroform Failed to Subduo Him but Sulphur 


Finally Pld the Work. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 
21. — Barricaded 
and 


blocked in a second-story room command-- 
ing a complete view of Woodland park, a 
lunatic yesterday splintered doors, ahot- 
tered window panes and tore holes in the 
plaster of the room with bullets from his 
rifle, while he shouted defiance to police 
ond others attracted to the scene. The 
insane man was G. S. Merwin of the flrm 
of Rogers, Brown & Co., pig iron dealers. 


After 17 'hours of effort, the police, by 


strategy, surprisecl-and overcame the mad- 
man. Although he had fired 1-10 shots 
from his rifle and revolver, Merwin injured 
no one, but a number-of people had nar- 
row escapes. 


After every attempt to capture the in- 


sane man before ho should kill some one 
or injure himself had failed, sulphur was 
burned in the furnace. AH the registers 
were closed excepting the one in the room 
occupied by Merwin. In an hour after 
the sulphur fire was started Merwin, 
partly overcome by the fumes, laid down 
on his bed and was captured. 


Ill the middle of the night Merwin sud- 


denly sprang from bed and, seizing his 
rifle,CbMed Hit Wife to the Kitchen. 
Throwing up a window, the 
terrified 


woman leaped to the ground, 10 feet be- 
low, and ran to the residence of Abram 
Baldwin, when- she was cared for. The po- 
lice were notified and three men were sent 
to the Merwin residence. As they tried to 
enter through a rear window several shots 
were flred at them, while the insane man 
yelled at them, calling them burglars anil 
saying ho would kill the first man coming 
up the stairs. 


Friends of Merwin were sent for and tried 


to reason with him, but it was useless. 
He fired shots at the neigborimr houses, 
breaking windows and causing the in- 
imitos lo take rofupo in the rear rooms. 
Ouo or two bicyclists passing by were 
fired at, but .Mcrwin's aim was bad and 
they escaped with a bad scare. 


The police obtained chloroform 
and 


squirted it into the room with a syringe 
through the kevhrile, but Morwin was 
shrewd and threw up the windows, thereby 
iK'UU'ulizmg if. Finally, at about 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, sulphur was pro- 
cured, and in this jimnnor the excitement 
was endod. The unfortunate man was 
dressed and taken to the detention hos- 
pital.
